THE 2 RUSSIAN 7 ARMY. 

We gave rooontly 2 8 , donoription of the Japan- 
ese Army, The following remarks on the Arny | 
of Russia, taken from an article bys military’ 
writer in the Idler, will no doubt be of interest. 

In Russia, sf in most European States, o 
standing ary is maintained ns large in numbors 
aa the resources of tho country will admit.- Tho 
general obligation ‘for military servico. in 
Russia extends to all able-bodied men when they 
become 21 years of age, and continues until 
they sre forty-three ;.a0d although the Russian 
parce army is greater than that maintained by 
any other State, the number of men annually 
roqnired is obtained with loss difficulty than that 
experienced by other European States, 

Abont 870,000 men reach the age of 21 every 
year; of these about 287,000 are needed for the 
active army and the foot. A low catimate of 
the Russinn active army. in peace puts the 
number of officers at 36,00", ond the rank ‘and 
tile at 860,000, In war it is coloniated- that’ 
63,000 officers would be required and that thera‘ 
would be available 3,449,000 trained soldiers for - 
the ranks. These figures alone givean idea of 
tho enormous responsibility of the officers charg- 
ed withthe management and training of the 
Russian'army. Aside from the management 
of what in other countries would be considered 
purely army. matters, in Rassias many other 
important administrative affairs aro connected 


with the army; whore ij has a port in the |: 


interior government of vast portions of the 
country and in the construction of great lines of 
railway. 

The army, in war time, would consist of the 
field troops, reserve troops, depot troops, 
fortress troops, local troops, and tha Imperial 
militia, ‘The field troops, destined for active 
offensive operations, are ocompesed of the 
standing péaco army brought up to war 
strength by the addition of trainel mon from 
tho reserve.” Next exe tho reserve troops, for 
home defence, but primarily to supply the 
constant demand for new mon to fill the 
gaps in the field troops. 

The units of tho reserve troops are maintained 
in time of peace in small nombera. Depot 
troops are designed primarily to supply trained 
men to fill gaps in the field army, and are 


formed by detaching units from the actirg 


peace army, and adding to them from the 
reserves, or from the citizens who msy not hare 
been previously drafted into the forces. 
Fortress troops are intended, as the name 
indicates, for defonsive purposes, and are kept 
up as 6 part of the active army, but the number

Fmpire of 
Corea, thoe two Allies being, as is recited, 
“specially interested in. maintaining the 
independence and territorial integrity" of 
both those Empires, It is, moreovor, not 
te be forgotten thst China has been, 
since the Treaty was signed, expressly declared 
ty His Majesty's Government to include Man- 
churia, and tbat to socure the retention of that 
province, by China must therefore be held 
to be one of the purposes of the‘freaty, Its 
scope ia, therefore, wide. indeod. By Article 
I. if the “special. interests” of Japan 
either in China or Coron, sre.‘ threstened, 
either by the aggressive sction of any other 


Power,” or by “disturbances,” Great Britain |. 


recognises that it ia “admissible” for Japan 
to take “ such measures as rasy be indispensable 
to safeguard those interests,” 

By Article E1., i€ Japan, “in defence of the 
interestaas above described, should become 
involved in war with another Porver,” then 
Great Britain “ will maintain o strict nontrality 
and nge its efforts to prevent other Powors from 
joining in hostilities against its Ally.” Some 
have affected to believe that t his Article obliges 
Great Britain to remain. ‘nentral so long as 
Japan is at war with one Power alone; but that 
is manifestly ‘not the meaving of the Article, 
snd that. interpretation of it bas, indeed, been 
expressly repudiated by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. 

By Avticle IIL. “if, in the above event” [ot 
Japan being at war in defence of Japsne se 
interests in (hina or Corea, threatened by 


“| aggressive action] “any: other Power or Powers 


should join in hostilities against” her, then 
Great Britain “ will com» to”. Japsn’s 
“ assistance and will conduot the war in common, 
sod inako peace in mutual ogreement with” 


Japan, 
We may be—to many it seems that we are— 


within measurable distance of the very case 
provided for by the Treaty, Haye the new 
Committoo of Defence, hove His Mojesty’s 
Government, adequately prepared for go seriong 


acoutingency ? Our Naval authorities have, it 
ig understood, ‘a great and well-deserved ounm- 
fidence in the Japandse Navy, its ships, its guos, 
and, sbove all, its men and officers. Whether that 
confidence is, or should be, such a8 to muko us 
feel certain that the Jupavese Navy could meot 
and defeat the very fermidable Russian Naval 
forces now in far Eastern waters I will not 
presume to say. Such a certainty, I confess, T 
cannot myself fesl. But if now, within the 
next few weelss, a Naval eugagement shonli 
result iv a serious defeat for Japan, should we, 

conld we, rtand by and sco our Ally erushed ? 
That seems impossible to.suppose. But if not. 
should we wait till the defest was inflicied, and 
the crashing thoreby perhaps rendered inevit- 
able? In that case, the major part, perbaps the 
whole, of the » aval "value of our Alliance would 
be gone, and we should have to play oar part 
undor dvadly disavantages, instad of with the 


advantages the Alliance was intended to provide. | 
The alternative, and as it would seum, the pf 


only safe course, would be for 16 not to wait ot 
all, but, if war should -unhappily break out, to 
range ourselves at once ou the side of Japan, 
and begin then and there to “conduct the war 
iv coumon.” The frank announcement to all 
concerned of our determination to take that 
course might alone avail to presorve. that peace 
which is now trembling in the balance. To 
wait apon events, to leaye Japan alone to bear 
the first brunt of » war in which our common 
interests are involved, ia_a course which could 
only be justified in case His Majesty's Govern- 
ment sre.in possession of information which 
justifies them in feeling absolutely certain that 
Japan cau, tingle-handed, defeat Russia, Have. 
they such informsticn? 

The possibility of Great Britain being and-. 
denly driven to war in the Far East, whatever’ 
course be taken, is so apparent that it is to be 
presumed His Majesty's Government have fally 

prepared for it. {Thoagh past experience, may 
breed. doubts, we xoust yet believe that. they 
have s0 prepared, ani that they are, therefore, | 
at this momont in 2 position to take any course 
that pradence counsels, Sach prudence, 1 ra- 
apectfally sulmit, dictates that wo should not 
run aay risk of: seoing: our Ally destroyed ba- 
fore we go.to bis defence and our own in ony

“Anh -Smapossible situation,” says a Daily 


Graphic correspondent, who continues :—— 
- China is, and probably always will be, a land 
of contradictions, and even in this, the twantioth 
contury, we see this exemplified by tha fact that 
the Ministers of foreign Powers are oblysed to 
conduct thelr negotintions at the point of the 
bayonet, so to Bay, No ove, esp-cially those 
who wero in Chios at that time, is at all likely 
to forget tho incidents of the summer of 1900 
in the capital of that Empire, and it is, there- 
fora, the duty of all concerned to gaard against 
the possibility of their reeurronco, For this 
reson the whole of the Legation area, ax it is 
called, has baan’surrounded by » defonsible wall; 
while gaards, aguregating some 2,000 men in 
all, ara stationed within the areu, ‘Fo position 
is manifestly an impossible ana, If the Chin- 
osu sro aufficiontly civilised to be deomed 
worthy of roceiving foreign Ambassadors, it 
sects hardly consistent to proteot the reproson- 
tatives of friendly Powors with walls and 
guarda; while, on the other hand, if walls and 
guards are necessary, the envoys seam sadly out 
of place. ‘The fact is that the Logation ares 
was fortified ine great Lnrry, shortly after the 
rolief, wh'n thers wore so many Boldiers thers. 
ag to render such a-step quite neodlosa, and that 
people are now, on calmer refleo ion, beginning 
to realiso tat the whole thing is somewhat of 
on error, You csnnot negotiate for over from 
bahind « ateme-wall, with handrods of soldiers to 
sapport your requ ‘sts if necessary, with o nation 
with whom you are supposed to bo on a font- 
ing of peace and equality. No one noed, 
therefore, be surprised to see tho Legation 
Gawds at Poking gradually reduced to mero 
nothings, ‘hat this will be a. mistake is 

uite possible, for, if it does not open tho 
door to a repetition of the events of 1900, 
it will, at all events, make the Western nations 
look eomewhat foolish, as having built-a wall 
and then’ withdrawn the mon from bohind it, 
Pho thin end of the wedge would.eeem -to havo 
been inserted atrvady. by the bricking up of the 
loopholes in the defensible wall, lust constant 
gazing at them should offend the suscep! ibjlities 
ot the Chiness! The wedge was pushed o little 
farther in when the howitzers belonging to the 


“British gorrisoa wore seat away. So it will go 


on; but who om say what the whole wedge will 
open ont? It seems impossible: to. deal with 
China without making many mistukes, but it 
would be the better if thesa mistakes wore all 
on. the side of safety, aud if, until they have 
‘roved that the contrary is the case, Europe 
continue to treat the Chinese as only: half.

Bince that time, 
the material development of the country and 
also the in-reaso of the wealth of the paople has 
been remarkable, In 189.) the total expenditores 
ofthe Government were only 84,580,000 yeu, 
which inorensed to 282,540,000 yon ten yoara 
Inter. The oxports aud the importa. combined 
wero valued at 179,960,000 yon in 1893, bat 
these figures have increasad to more thaa 
600,000,000 million yen, oF considerably 
more than three-fold, “the wealth of the people 
in various walky of life has also increased re- 
matkably, The Xokumin makes the suggestion 
that if war ba declared againy, Russia, the 
people should patriotically offer towards the 
war-fund the weilth they hove eccumalated 
during the past ten years, Tho popular con- 
tributions of money towards the war-fanda- and 
aleo to the soldiers’ families’ -velief-fands sre 
highly. commondablo, saye tho Tokyo journal, 
but what is most Highly needed, and what is 
most greatly desirable, is that the people in 
genera! should make preparations to subscribe 
to: the war-loan bonds to he issned by the 
Government, The forthcoming: wor honld 
not be regarded ia the vame light os the war 
with the “Sick Man” of the Extreme Enat. 
It is possible that the next war will bo. pro- 
longed a‘ d the war-expenditures will reach to a 
considerable: amount. As the country will be 
aitimately compelled und compulsorily goaded 
into fighting ot the nlak of staking all the 
resources of the Stai, the people should be 
keenly alive to the requirements of the situition 
and should devote all their energies and atpply
